REMEMBERED 


Mr. L. Dunbar and Mr. W. Hill achieved the glorious double at 
the Race Course to-day, the fourth day of the Hong Kong Jockey 


Club’s annual meeting. 


In following up yesterday’s sweeping con- 


quest In the Derby, owner and rider gained further honours—and 
made turf history at the same time—by lifting the Champions, the 
principal event on the card, with that never-to-be-forgotten mare, 


Diana Bay! 


It was a Champions that will be remembered for years to come. 
Fonr of the five contenders had broken records within the last two 
days and, bad luck for the majority of punters, Apollo, a hot fa- 


vourite, failed ignominiously. 


Mr. Ho Kom-tong, 0.B.E., had “hard lines” with President Hall, 
which was second to Mrs. Dunbar’s Sitting Bull last year and occu- 
pied the same position this atternpon. 


SIX NEW 


As expected, the record of 2 
minutes, 82.4/5 seconds created in 
1928 by Mr. Dunbar’s Ellfot Bay, 
was substantially lowered, Mr. 
Dunbar'’s Jatest acquisition, Diana 
Bay, being clocked in 2 minutes, 28 
peconds! She could have done bet- 
ter if there had been a serious 
challenge. 

Jardine’s Adam also broke a re- 
cord, that for the once round, 7 fur- 
longs and 565 yards, returning 1 
minute, '48.3/5 seconds—as against 
the 1.52 by Glorious Rose in 1908 
and by Gretna Green in 1916, 

Up to the Champions, six new 
records had been set up, one had 
been equalled, and President Hall 
had also beaten the previous best, 
to be excelled In turn the next day. 
Truly o wonderful meeting! 

Although it was Ladies’ Day, the 
fair aex was not as strongly repre- 
sonted as on previous days but there 
was no diminution in attendance or 
money. 

The rain that threatened did not 
‘ wiaterlalisc gnd the going remained 

hard, on thevery fast side. 

On the average, the size of fields 
was maintained and close, desperate 
finishes were the rule rather than 
the exception. In the sixth race, 
four ponies battled in a line up the 
straight for the first place and pass- 
ed the winning post very closely. 
In the ninth race three ponies went 

. at it neck and neck for second and 
third money and there were other 
stride-for-stride struggles. 

For the first time during — the 
meeting, the Band of the lst 
Battalion the. Somerset . Light In- 
fantry played selections and these 
{tems were much enjoyed. - 

Twelve ponies faced the start- 
er in the Grand Stand Stakes, 
which event opened the pro- 
gramme. African Eve provided 
a sensation right away by win- 
ning comfortably, giving his fair 
backers $707 for a win.’ The

CHINESE Cl CHAMBER 


Activities in Singapore 
in 1929 


The following are extracts from 
the annual report of the Singapore 
Chinese Chambor of Commerce:— 

Upon receipt of a cable appeal 
from China for pecuniary help to 
relieve the famine in Honan, Shensi 
and Kansu, the Chamber decided at 
a committee meeting to form a 
relief committee with the co-opera- 
tion of local public bodies. The 
committee came «into existence on 
March 2, with-its office in the Cham- 
ber building where donations from 
various sources were to be received. 
The Chamber of Commerce acted ag 
treasurer and the, committee con- 
cluded In October with a total col- 
lection of $122,457.60, or alter- 
natively $147,530.08 Shanghai | curs 
reney. 

After deductions made for expan- 
diture of the committee and the 
exchange rate, remittances sent on 


different occasions:.to the Shanghai |* 


Relief Committes of. Honan, Shensi 
and Kansu, and thp International 
Relief Society, Shanghal, amounted 
to $118,165.60, leaving a aum of 
$6,119.57 which will be sent after- 
wards. Bills and’ statements for 
public information, which will be 
fasued later, are now in the process 
of printing, 

On May 22—when Jocal hawkers 
were In “the bitter. condition” as a 
result of the drastic measures which 
were meted out against them by the 
Singapore Police and Municipality— 
the Chamber held its 6th committee 
mecting to consider the case. At 
this meeting a resolution was reach- 
ed that, in addition to the president 
and the vice-president of the Cham- 
ber, four committee members be 
elected to interview the Chinese 
Municipal Commissionera and Un- 
official) Member of the Legislative 
Council and ask them jointly to ap- 
peal to Government for leniency. 

Their efforts, however, were 
abortive, na the Municipality had 
passed the propositions for coping 
with hawkers and stall keepers 
submitted by the Health Office. 

A Mandate from Nanking 


The proposal to attend the regula- 
tions of the ar was made in 
1928 and an amen committee 
was then’ formed,” rk was 
‘about to be & “when the 
Chamber received a mandate from 
the Nanking Government stating 
that the Chamber ‘of Commerce 
within and without China should be 
re-organised under the Act of 
Chamber of Commerce enacted and 
passed by the National Government. 
The matter was discussed at the 2nd 
committee mecting on April 18, and 
it was decided that mo amendment 
would be made till further Informa- 
tion from the Matpualst Ministry 
of Commerce. 

On January 8, 1930—when the act 
was received—the amendment com- 
mittee met again and decided upon 
amending the regulations in com 
pliance not only with the act, under 
which it is an organisation of the 
committee system,ibut with the 
ordinance of the Colonial Govern- 
ment as well as the ysual practice 
of the overseas Chinese Chambers 
of Commerce, rs 

At the 14th annua general con- 
férence of the Chinese Chambers of 
Commerce in British Malaya, 
the Singapore Chamber . proposed 
through its representatives, to ap- 
peal to the Governments of the 
Straits Settlements and the Feder- 
ated Mdlay States to declare a 
public holiday’ on the Chinese 
National Day—October 10.”

Some interesting detajls about 
the International safe aireraft com- 
petition held recently near New 
York were ‘given to a Manchester 
Guardian representative by Mr. 
Handley Page, whose firm entered 
a machine fitted with the new slot- 
ted wing. This was the only entry 


+from Great Britain and the only 


one that survived all the tests 
except the winnér of the first prize 
of £20,000, offered by the David 
Guggenheim Fund for the Promo- 
tion of Aeronautics for tha machine 
demonstrating the greatest advance 
in aerodynamic safety without loss 
of efficiency, The prize was award- 
ed to the Curtiss Aeroplane and 
Motor Company of America. 

“The winning machine,” Mr. 
Handley ' Page gaid, “was, a com- 
pletely slotted one fitted with our 
automatic slots, and at the pre- 
sent ¢ime we have an action pend- 
ing in the American courts for In- 
fiingement of patents, because the 
winner turned up without a licence 
to use the slotted wing. All the 
competitors who had not, got alot- 
ted wings dropped out in the early 
stages. The*competition has proved 
quite clearly the great value of 
slots, with thelr wide safety margin 
and apeed ranges. They give extra- 
ordinary lateral stability and slow 
landing speed. 

In giving some details about the 
Handley Page machine he said that 


It had a 150-h.p. Armstrong-Sidde- | 


ley Mongoose engine. The total 
weight was 2,1501b. The wing load- 
ing was 7.4lb per square foot, and 
the power loading 13.8Ib. per hp.

PROGRESS IN GERMANY WITH 
TWO 610-TON TANKERS 


BOLDNESS OF DESIGN 


Since the Fullagar waa bullt ky 
Messrs, Cammell Laird and Co., 
Ltd., very little has bean done in 
the construction of ships by means 
of welding in England, but pro- 
gress has been made abroad, parti- 
culorly in the United’ States of 
America and in Germony. For 
Instance, the German Reichsmarine 
has decidede to uso welding on an 
extensive scale oh their ships, and 
are, therefore, instructing numbers 
of their men in the art of this 
proceas. It waa decided some time 
ago to build a trial ship by means 
of a new method of construction 
which would allow for the exten- 
sive use of welding, and enable all 
joints, including those of the outer 
parts, to be made by welding. The 
measurements of the trial vessel, a 
motorboat, were 16 by 3.16 by 1.56 
metres; after many systematic ten- 
alle tests in the laboratory, it was 
decided to eliminate riveting alto- 
gether. 


The Deutsche Werke, Kiel, have 
recently constructed two 600-ton 
d.w. oll-tankers in which the maxi- 
mum possible use of electric weld- 
ing has been-made. The fact that 
the vessels were not bullt to the 
rules of any particular clasaifica- 
tion—the owners meeting their own 
insurance—permitted a boldness in 
design not otherwise possible, The 


vessels are 133ft. in length, b.p., by|- 


26.86ft, in breadth, moulded, by 
16.9ft. in depth, with a draft of 
12.98ft. The engines (of 70 b.h.p.) 
are aft. There aré*three main oil 
tanka amidships, with cofferdams 
separating them from the engine- 
room and the forward hold. Tho 
equivalent Germanischer | 
riveted vessel was taken as the 
basis for initial design scantlings. 

As, however, for oll-tight work, a, 
maximum - rivet-spacing of 844 
diameters must not be exceéded, 
only about two-thirds of the plat- 
‘ing is really intact, Theoretically, 
the adoption of welding should per- 
mit of a corresponding reduction in 
plating thickness, Actually, how- 
ever, the riveted shell thickness 
of 8mm. was reduced to 7mm. Only 
the centre-line bulkhead | keel-bar, 
gunwale-bar and stern-frame shell 
connections are riveted, everything 
clee ‘ia welded. Shell and deck 
plating were welded in transverse 
belts across the ship, as the ueual

stiffeners are of the bulb-plate type, 


‘land the usual connecting flange of 


the bulb angle fs unnecessary. The 
centre-line bulkhead {s_ continuous 
through the ‘transverse bulkhead. 
The deck is made without sheer or 
camber. The vessel was built on 
an enclosed alipway; this added 
considerably to the. convenience 
and expedition of the work. 

The structural weight, excluding 
outfit atee}, of the riveted . vessel 
amounted to 208 tons, compared 
with 144.5 tons for the welded 
vessel, The greatest saving was 
effected in bars. For example, in 
the bulkheads the riveted atructure 
had a plating weight of 26.9 tons 
with bars weighing 14.4 tons; in 
the welded structure. the -corres- 
ponding welghts are 17.9 tons and 
8,62 tons, representing economies of 
82 and 88 per cent respectively and 
a total saving In weight of 47 per 
cent. So far as cost is concerned,

REMARKABLE RECORD 

In a handsome room within a massive 
huilding of Fenchurch Street, in tho 
heart of the City—aroom so quiet that 
not a murmur of the thronging trafic 
can be heard in it~a man whose name 
is known all over the world has just 
been honoured, 

Mr. Andrew Scott, most wonderful 
of veterans (writes an Evening News 
correspondent), the secretary of Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping,

Hodgson, ence 80 
much beloved by the Anglo-Indian, 
and referred to carelessly by Bon 
Gaultier and Calverley, as though 
everyone must know what it ia? It 
is rarely seen now, though I did 
hear of a man who, when wander- 
ing about In North India, came 
across a bottle of it, in a chemist’s 
shop of all places, Being a Nterary 
bloke, he leapt upon it with a: shout 
of “Oh Hodgeon, Guinness, Allsopp, 
Bass—names that should be - on

Immediately following the vote 
M. Chautemps proceeded to the 
Elysee, where be submitted to M. 
Doumergue the resignations of the 
Cabinet, which is the shortest—lived 
one of the Third Republic, The an- 
nouncement of ‘the vote in the 
Chamber was greeted by shouts of 
“Vive Tardieu” and similar cries 
were raised by the’ huge crowd 


jawniting the result on the Quai 


d’Orsay. 

The ‘division proves that there is 
no majority for a purely Left Gov- 
ernment in the present Chamber. 
It is generally agreed that the only 
really strong Government capable 
of formation will be a coalition of 
the Government, without extreme 
Rights or Socialists, but it is doubt- 
ful if Radicals svill co-operate. An- 
other alternative will be a second 
Tardieu Cabinet.—Renter, 

Earlier Cables 
: Parts, Yesterday. 

The Socialist leader M. Leon 
Blum, in an article in the news-

TELL HIM HE IS NO 
GENTLEMAN 


DEAN INGE’S ADVICE 

“Even a Bishop would be much 
more angry if he were told he was 
no gentleman ‘than if he were told 
he’ was no Christian,” declared 
Deqn Inge to- the Incorporated 
Society of Assiatant Masters in 
Secondary’ Schools, in\ Briatol. 

The {deal of a Britishgentleman, 
he said, had.been for centuries the 
lay religion, the week-day religion 
of a great part of our nation, and 
it embodied those qualities which 
were most distinctive of our 
national character. : 

Sacred Ideal , 

“The only unpardonable sin ‘in 
Britain is to be a cad—that fs to 


‘Tsay, to fall short of the standard 


of honour to which all gentlemen 
have to conform,” said the Dean, 
“The ideal is so sacred to us that 
we don’t like to talk about it or 
appeal to it, 

“It seems almost indelicate to 
drag st out. If we lose this—and 
writers ke Wells and Bernard 
Shaw are never tired of girding at 
it—we lose the sheet anchor of our 
national character. We lose what, 
for most Britons, is the re- 
lgion of thelr heart, whatever 
other colours they wear on their 
sleeves,” . 

An Absurd Cult i 

Discussing the essentials of a 
gentleman, the Dean asked if gentle 
birth was one of them. | 

The whole cult of old families 
was perhaps rather absurd. At 
any rate, it had decayed very rapid. 
ly in the last hundred years. Only 
a very few of our noble: families 
had shown unusual ability for more 
than two generations, 

To this day the Heralds’ College 
would give no certificate of 
gentility to a tradesman. There 
was no sort of reason -why a gentle- 
man should not be a working 
farmer, or any other sort of work- 
ing man, ‘ 

The moral qualities which be- 
longed to the British ideal were 
truthfulness, courage, justice, and 
fair play, abhorrence of meanness 
and crooked dealing, and respect 
for the personality of all human 
beings as such. 

“Contempt for the intellectual 
side of life 1s making the upper. 
classes, as such, both’ useless, 
under new conditions, to the com- 
munity, and helpless to keep thetr 
own position, 

“It ig a vulgar mistake; it implies 
a want of sensibility to the higher 
and finer values of life. fa 

“The beefy fox hunter who never 
opens a book is a: pathetic 
anachronism only fit for a museum 
of fossils, It is on this sido that 
our upper classes ideal needs moat 
vigorous criticism.” ;

ANCIENT EGYPT 


. A break-with Faraday’a tradition 
in regard to the Christmas lectures 
for juvenile audiences at the Royal 
Institution was made by Mr. 
8. R. K. Glanville, of the Egyptian 
Department at the British Museum, 
in the subject chosen for the course 
of his alx lectures:— 

“How things*were done in an- 
elent Egypt.” 

For over a hundred Years the Hat 
shows that the ide of exact actence 
has been foremost in-the minds of 
the lecturers. Archaeology, Mr, 
Granville pointed out, is the very 
opposite to an exact science; and 
Egyptology is the weakest of ita 
tribe, There was, however, a de- 
finite scientific purpose ' in the 
course. It was interesting fo every. 
one, he maintained, to know ‘all 
about ancient Egypt,: from whieh 
we had derived ao matiy things,Iy- 
cluding our own alphabet,’ te 

The Egyptians had a great litera- 
ture, but not one that'was read in 
schools, and still less in the home, 
The best way to get to know about 
thom was from thelr pie- 
tures, but. they were not 
eaay to understand without’ an 
introduction, and the average 
Petson who had not, ‘made a 
special study of the subject waa in.
